BOSTON, Sept. 28.—Mr. Bryan and his 
escort had a taste of the hardships of 
campaigning this morning. 
Having 
left Bath, Maine, at midnight, where 
was a scramble for sleepers, the party 
was arousod from its seeded sltep at 5 
o'clock when Lynn, Mass., was reached. 
The candidate was billed for a spec oh 
at this place, and at Newburyport a 
portion of the democratic city commit- 
tee boarded the train to receive Mr. 
Bryan, and at the Lynn station, the 
other members were in waiting. The 
committee had provided carriages and 
the party was driven to the Hotel Sey- 
mour, where breakfast was served and 
an informal reception held. 
Shortly 
after 7 o'clock Mr. JBryan and Mr. 
Sewall were 
escorted to 
Highland 
eqaare, where the stand had been 
erected. 
Here Mr. Bryan delivered a 
brief address, ^ t 8 o'clock the party 
caught the train for Boston, arriving at 
the Boston and Maine station about 
twenty minutes later, where they were 
met by several hundred enthusiastic 
admirers. A quick trip across the city 
in carriages was necessary in order to 
make connections with. the Colonial 
express, which left the Providence 
depot at 9 o'clock. At Lynn Mr. Bryan 
said: 


Mr. Chairman and Fellow Citizsns:— 
Oar opponents are all the time asserting 
that business men o u ^ t to take an 
interest in this campaign in order to 
protect their business interests. 
It has 
always made me indignant that a few 
people in 
each community should 
assume to be the only business men in 
it and should always insist upon thrust- 
ing their business interests forward in 
preference to anybody else's business 
interest 
I have always believed that 
anyone who contributed to a nation's 
prosperity, wlio aided to a nation's 
wealth, or to a nation's greatness, was a 
business man. The man with small 
buainess interest has ag much Tight to 
protect that interest by his ^ l o t as 
the man with large business interest 
has the right to protect his interest by 
his ballot. 


I want to show you how the money 
question concerns the various classes of 
people. 
Sometimes our opponents try 
to array the wage earner class, those 
who work in factories or by the day for 
an employer, against the farming elass.^ 
I want to show you that you cannot 
separate the interests of the wage earn- 
ing classes from the interests of the 
farming classes. 
You do not produce 
shoes for ornament, but for wear. Peo- 
ple cannot wear shoes until they are 
able to buy them, and they cannot buy 
shoes unless they have the money to 
buy with; and they cannot get money 
to buy shoes until they sell something 
they have and get that money. Now, 
you sell shoes to the people of the west 
and south.^ If you drive down the 
prices of all those things which the 
farmers produce when th«y try to sell 
their cropp, so they cannot more than 
pay their debs and interests, what 
money will they hav^ to buy shoes 
with? 
Are you goiijg 
to add to 
the prosperity of Lyi^n by making 
more people go barefoot^? The wage 
earners of Lynn will be idle until there 
is a demand for the pirpducts o( the 
factories of Lynn, and there can be no 
demand for that product as long as 
you drive money up an djproperty down. 


Falling prices mean nard times and 
hard times have never been advocated 
in a platform of any party, although 
the republican platform this year, with- 
out directly saying so, promises to 
continue times hard and make them 
harder. 
Do you deny that proposition ? 
I want you to look at that platform? 
It declares a gold stan4ard is not 
desirable, because the party is trying to 
get rid of it. If the double standard is 
not more desirable than the gold stand 
ard, why does the republican party 
want to make any change? If the gold 
standard 
is good, 
we 
ought 
to 
keep 
it, but 
when 
the 
repub 
lican party 
attempts 
to get rid 
of 
it, 
it 
admits 
it 
is not 
as good as bimetallism. 
But they 
promise you, notwithstanding 
their 
desire to get rid of the gold standard, 
that they will keep it until other 
nations help us to get rid of it. 
Until 
then, they eay, we mu|t maintain the 
gold standard. (A voice—"Yep, but 
we won't.") 
No, I don't think we will 
myself. If we maintain the gold stand- 
ard we must maintain those things 
which ere necessarily attached to them. 
We must maintain this system of issu- 
ing bonds for gold whenever we want 
gold. 
When we issue bonds and buy 
gold we create a demand for gold and 
raise its purchasing power throughout 
the world, but we are contracting our 
currency by piling it up in the vaults 
at Washington when it ought to be out 
doing business among 
the people. 
Your manufacturers and merchants go 
to the banks for money. 


The banks tell you they are very 
sorry but they can't loan any more just 
now. 
There can be no more money in 
this country thaa the peopl'S permit. 
If you make your laws so you draw a 
of the money out of circulation 
lock it up, ycu can't use it in your 
I 


businoss and have it in the vaults at 
Washington both at the same time. 
That looks plain enough, yet there are 
financiers who go on the theory that 
the more money you take out or circu 
lation, the more you have left in it. 
There are financiers who actually re 
joiced at the issue of bonds and said it 
would restore confidence. 
They are 
trying to run business in this country 
with a larger per cent, of confidence to 
the amount of money on hand. And 
if they go on, the people will have all 
the confidences and no money. 


My observation has been that if « 
confidence man comes into a com 
^munity the man who has the least con- 
fidence has the most money when the 
fellow goes out. 
You say, "I am 
hungry." 
They say, "I have <iot a 
remedy; just have confidence, and if 
you have not had a full meal, you 
will be just as good as if you had." 
you say you can't get work. They say, 
"Just have 
confidence; 
you have 
work and it will be all right." You 
say, ''We cannot find a market for our 
shoes." 
"Just have confidence the 
people will buy, [and they will buy." 
There is only one place where they 
think the confidence game won't work. 
You go to one of those men who is all 
the time talking about confidence and 
ask him to borrow money. He says, 
"What security have you?" You say. 
'I will give you all the confidence you 
want." 
He will tell you he is not loan- 
ing money on confidence this year. 
Why is it these financiers are so anxious 
for you to have confidence in them 
when they don't have confidence in 
you? They want security and tell you 
to get a good name on your note or put 
up something that is salable. 


The trouble is, things that used to be 
salable are not any more. 
Security 
that used to be good is not good secur- 
ity any more. 
They are driving down 
the value of your Security by driving 
np the value of money. 
There is only 
one way to restore confidence, and that 
is to give confidoDce a basis to rest 
upon. (A voice—"Talk about Injunc- 
tions.") 


I have been talking about that which 
is paramount in this campaign, and yet 
I realiza that there are other questions 
upon which people feel an interest. I 
find they are interested in the plank in 
our platform which declares against 
what is known as government by 
injunction. 
I know that the people 
are interested in that plajtik which 
demands arbitration 
because, while 
our plank is a national plank, and is 
eonfiae4 to arbitration between the 
employes engaged in interstate com- 
merce and their employers, yet the 
endorsement 
of 
the principle of 
arbitration is an important thing. It 
substitutes just and peaceable methods 
of settlement in the place of force. I 
believe tbe principle of arbitration 
will become as well settled in this 
«ountry while we younger men are 
still alive as the court of justice is well 
settled today. If I have a difference 
with my neighbor, I do not fight it oat 
oven if he wants to. I settle it in 
bourt. I want a place where we can go 
and present our difference and let an 
impartial arbitrator decide. The arbi- 
tration principle is nothing but an 
extension of the principle of courts of 
justice. I recognize these thing) in 
our platform are material and yet this 
contest is going to turn on the money 
question, becauEie we have reached a 
point when we have got to decide 
whethei^ we are going to legislate for 
our people on the financial question or 
turn over the affairs of this country to 
foreign nations and let them legislate 
for us. 
(Applause ) 


There was much surprise in the party 
when news reached it this morning of 
the burning of the underwear factory 
of W. H. Burns&Vo,onSalem Square, 
Worcester. 
This was the building on 
which was displayed last Friday, dur- 
ing Mr. Bryan's speech 
directly in 
front of it, a large American flag bear- 
ing Major McKinley's portrait, and an 
equally large flag with Mr. Bryan's 
picture. 
The police have been making 
efforts to secure the original of the dis- 
patch sent from Worcester to Mr. 
Bryan expressing gratification that the 
factory had been burned, but the tele- 
graph company has thus far declined to 
surrender it. Mr. Bryan refused to 
discuss the matter this morning. 


Mr. Bryan's departure from Boston 
was noticeable only for the enthusiasm 
evinced by the 1,500 people who saw 
him aboard the Colonial Express at the 
Providence depot. 
He 
made no 
speech, and simply stood upon the 
platform of his car and smiled a good 
bye to his yelling admirers. 
Cheer 
after cheer greeted tbe party on its 
arrival at the depot. It was with the 
greatest difficulty that the party forced 
their way through the crowd. 
So 
intent were the people to see Mr. 
Bryan that the vice pri^sldential candi- 
date was entirely overlooked, until he, 
with one of the committee, forced their 
way to the car and mounted its plat- 
form. Then he was recognized and 
given three cheers. 
He defied his hat 
and smiled before entering the car. 
As the train moved away Mr. Bryan 
appeared on the platform and smiled a 
good bye. 


Mr. Bryan states that he will be in 
St. Louis on October 3, from which 
place he will go to Memphis, Nashville 
ac^l then back to Icdianapolis, and 
after that possibly to some points in 
Michigan and return to Burlington, 
Iowa, on October 8 


PBOviDBNCi:, R. I., Sept. 28—Before 
they left Boston a reception committee 
from Providence, headed by John E. 
Conley, secretary of the state central 
democratic 'Committee, boarded the 
train and greeted Messrs. Bryan and 
Sewall. 
The train left at 9 o'clock and 


only one stop w.'^s made. 
This was at 
Mansfield, Mass., where from the plat- 
form Mr. Bryan shook a few hands. 
Providence was reached at 10:05. Here 
a fifty-minute stop was made. 
There 
was a multitude of people at the station 
and they filled Exchange Place, where 
Mr. 
Bryan spoke 
from a 
stand 
directly in front of the city hall. 


NEW LONDON, Conn , Sept. 28—Mr. 
Bryan reached New London a little 
after schedule time and was immedi- 
ately escorted to the public square near 
the new monument, where, in the 
presence of about 3,000 people, he de- 
livered an address. He was well re- 
ceived and spoke about forty minutes. 
Geo. Fred Williams also spoke for ten 
miautes, after which the party left for 
New Haven at 1:15. 


SENATOR 
PALMER 
Says tbe National Party It> the Party 
of the Fntnre. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 —Senator John 
M. Palmer, of Illinois, the presidential 
candidate of the national democratic 
party, arrived in the city this afternoon 
from Philanelphia. The senator is on 
his way to his home in Illinois and 
stopped in this city to pay a visit to his 
married daughter, and for the purpose 
of looking after some departmental 
matters requiring his attention. He 
will leave for Springfield either tomor- 
row or the next day. 


Next week he has some matters de 
manding his presence at the meeting of 
the supreme court of Illinois at Ottawa, 
and after that will hold himself in 
readiness 
to respond 
to calls for 
speeches that he may be asked to make 
by the national committee. 'The sen- 
ator does not as yet know what de- 
mands there will be made on him in 
this respect. 


Concerning his brief trip in the east- 
ern states and the general outlook, the 
senator last night spoke substantially 
as follows: 
* 


"I was very mush pleased and grati- 
fied at my reception and at the audi- 
ences which greeted me in the yarious 
cities, and especially at the predomi- 
nance of young men in the organiz<ivion 
of the party. 
There is an evidence of 
organization and earnestness of purpose 
that shows great 
fighting 
strength. 
The national party is the party of the 
future. The democratic party is passing 
from the hands of the plder leaders 
like Hill and Morrison and the young 
men are coming to the front."

Havana. 
A desperate 
fight ensued, the Spaniards endeavor- 
ing to cut their way through the rebels. 
Their efforts were without avail, but 
they did not cease 
fighting 
until 
twenty-three of their number were 
killed and four wounded. 
Among tbe 
killed was Lieutenant Romero. The 
volunteers who escaped repoit that 
severe losses were inflicted on the 
rebels.

CITY OF MEXICO, Sept. 28 —The west 
coast of Mexico has been visited by a 
tremendous storm which hes caused 
great damage and consternation. The 
town of Altata, port of the state of 
Sinaloa, is inundated, and the capital 
city, Culiacan, has suffered severely. 
Many small towns have been flooded. 
The little railway from Altata to Culia- 
can has been badly washed out and is 
in a ruined condition.

"We, the undersigned, members of 
the international agricultural congress, 
convened at Budapest, wish you suc- 
cess in your etiuggle against the domi- 
nation of the creditor class, which, 
during the past twenty three years, 
has secured, both in America and in 
Europe, monetary legislation destruc- 
tive of the prosperity of your farmers 
and others. 


"Should ycu be victorious in Novem 
ber we pledge ourselves to spare no 
effort-to bring immediate pressure upon 
our respective 
governments to co- 
operate with the government of your 
great nation in restoring silver to the 
world's currency. 


"We believe that, failing in such rest- 
oration, the gold premium throughout 
Asia and South America will continue 
to rob the fariner equally of America 
and Europe of all rewards of his toil, 
and that your election may avert from 
Europe serioiis agrarian and social 
troubles now pending.

TWO CONVEMONS. 


International Cigarmakers M e e t 
tlie Twenty-lirst Time. 


Plumber, Gas and Stenm Fitters Meet 
to Discuss Affairs Pertaining: to 
Tiieir Bns*nes.s. 


DETROIT, Mich , Sept. 28.—About 275 
delegates were on hand today at the 
session of the twenty-first convention of 
the International Cigarmakers' union. 
The convention is being held in Tur- 
ner's hall. Thomas Dolan, ex president 
of the Detroit Trades Council, delivered 
an address of welcome. He explained 
the causes and results of the Detroit 
cigarmakers' strike, whioh had been in 
progress for sixteen months, and which 
has been assisted by the international 
body. He said that its results had 
been of more bene fìtto the cause of the 
union blue label than any other strike. 
President W. G. Perkins responded 
briefly to the addre ss and routine busi 
ness was then proceeded with.

man

Texas, however, the republicans have 
fused with the populists, and that, too. 
without a word of protest from their 
friends in other parts of the country. 
Just what name this fusion Texas party 
is called we cannot say, because 
we 
have not 
the genius for 
inventing 
nicknames possessed by some of our 
republican contemporaries. 
It may ba 
"p&plicans" or "republists," but that it 
makes Texas any the less secure to the 
democrats, nobody professes to really 
believe. 


In the states where the union of 
forces is really necessary to Mr. Bryan's 
success, Kentucky and Kansas are the 
only ones in which there has been a 
failure to unite. 
It is altogether prob- 
able that before the election occurs the 
question of the vice :presidential candi- 
date will be settled between the demo- 
crats and the populists and there will 
be harmonious action in support of a 
common ticket by both parties. 


Bryan to Jersey Voters. 


William J. Bryan, the democratic 
candidate for president, in one of his 
speeches made in New Jersey, said:

"What is the use of opening the 
mills unless you first make the people 
able to buy what the mills produce ? 


"Show me a man who makes money 
out of legislation and I will show you a 
man who abuses the people when they 
want legislation for themselves. 


"A financial system that commends 
itself to the wealthy only is a curse to 
the land. 


"Show me a man who has 
made 
money out of uojust laws and he will 
deny legislation can be of benefic to 
anybody." 


Non •Partisan Jniliclary. 


The city of Philadelphia is noted for 
the rigidity with which the laws are 
enforced, as well as the, perfect fairness 
with which justice is administered l y 
the courts. 
The main cause of this 
creditable condition is non partisan 
judiciary, which for years has existed 
thus however high partisanship 
runs 
in other respects. 
That there is to be 
no departure at present, at least, from 
this salutary custom, is indicated in 
the nomination of Judge James Gay 
Gordon for reelection to the bench for 
another term of ten years by 
the 
republican judicial convention. 
Judge 
Gordon is a democrat who was sppMnt- 
e i to the office by "the governor to fill a 
vacancy eleven years ago. 
During the 
year intervening between that 
time 
and the election he displayed such 
marked ability and 
fitness 
for the 
service that he was elected to a full 
term, notwithstarding the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the opposite party in 
the city. 
Now that his term is about 
to expire, the republicans have adopt 3d 
him as their candidate, and, it seem^, 
with the view of making his election 
unanimous, the democrats have joined 
in and renominated. 
This is a fl Otter- 
ing tribute to the ability and judicial 
fairness of Judge Gordon, but it is no 
less an honor to the community which 
has forced upon the politicians 
an 
acquiescence in the policy of non- 
partisanship in the courts.

Here you have a reduction 
in supplies, and yet a fall of 50 per 
cent, in the price of wbeit. 


"Falling piice.-i lead to lower wages 
and enforced idleness, and lijrsuch loss 
in income the wage earner is not 
by 
any 
means 
compeDsated; for retai! 
pricfs ( or reasons that are 
obviou?) 
fall but i-.lowly, ANRL uot, BO far or fast 
as the incomr oi ibe wags earner. 
So 
the wage eariier 
iB impoverished 
by 
falling prices even 
tboi^gh 
nominal 
rates of wages may bo kiM)^ irom iallinp 
comraensurately with Iho f;itl in ^/bole- 
sale prices. And the reoult of I'uis is, of 


course, that neither farmer nor manu- 
facturer can reduce the cost of produc 
tion proportionately with a fall in prices 
of their products such as is inseparable 
from an appreciating measure oí value. 
Inability to reduce interest 
charges 
taxes and renta at all, and inability to 
cut wages as fast as wholesale prices 
fall, make this out of the 
«(tiestion. 
Cousequently, falling prices cut into 
the proHta of the farmer and manufac 
turer and thus lead to curtailed produc 
tion, the result of which 
must 
be 
enforced idleness to many wage earners 
and enforeed idleness for many soon 
lead, through the struggle for work, to 
\cvreT wages for all."

J. 
F. Carney, of this state, says: 
"Silver bills and tariff bills may shake

least punishing him. 
He ie the bi- 
cycling idiot who knocks children and 
growu people over at crossings, who 
bolts upon the sidewalk against ladiüS 
and drives them into the street, who 
crashes against other wheelmen 
ai:d 
who answers a mild remonstrance with 
an oath and by still mox-e violent and in- 
sane pedaling. 
A hobo upon a bicycle 
is even more of a terror than a hobo on 
foot, for he can do more damage and ie 
surer of getting away. 


Therefore it is incumbent on state 
and city authorities to punish him with 
fine and imprisonment till he is forced 
to learn that other people have rights. 
In some places it has been mado an 
offense for wheelmen to ride along city 
streets faster than eight miles an hour. 
St. Louis has found a state law, to deal 
with the case of the scorching hoodlum. 
It is this: 


If any person ehall be maimed, -wounded OT 
disfigured or receive great bofiily harm, orJiis 
life be endangered by tho act, procurement or 
culpablo negligence of anothier, in cases and 
tinder circumatancea which would constitute 
murder or manslaughter if death had ensued, 
the person by whose act, procurement or nog- 
ligence such injury or danger of life shall be 
occasioned shall, in cases not otherwise pro- 
vided for, be punished by impri.sonment in the 
penitentiary not exceeding fivd years, or in 
the county jail not less than six months, or^by 
both a fine not less than .$100 rnid imprison- 
ment in the county jail not le,?s than three 
mouths, or by a fine not less than. $100.

C o n v i c t Liabor. 


One person in every 1,253'Ì8 a con- 
victed criminal in the United States. 
How many more rascals there are who 
are unconvicted we have no meams of as- 
certaining, though the number, and es- 
pecially the names of some of them, 
would astonish us if we knew them. In 
1895, according to Commissioner Car- 
roll D. Wright, there were 54,344 crim- 
inals, all told, in the penal institutions 
of the country. 
While the number of 
male convict's has increased in ten yea^a 
12,836, the number of women oonvici.>8 
is only 21 greater than it was in 1885. 
The percentage of criminal women has 
been growing smaller in the last dec- 
ade, which is a good indication for the 
race. 


The hard times seem to have affected 
labor in prison as seriously as it has la- 
bor outside. 
In 1885, 73.7 per cent of 
prison convicts were busy at procluctivo 
work of one kind and another. In 1895 
the percentage had 
fallen 
to 
70.8. 
Whether the growing objection among 
outside workmen to the competition of 
convict labor has caused the falling- off, 
or whether it is simply because there 
was no work to be done, we are not in- 
formed. 


In 1885 the number of idle-and sick 
prisoners amounted to only 6.3 per cent 
of the whole. In 1895 it was 13 per cent. 
No doubt many of them are sick because 
they are idle.

BrJiiistone Is Said to Bestroy tbe I>is* 
case Every Time. 


A few years ago. when diphtheria was 
raging in England, a gentUmfin accom- 
panied the celebrated Dr. Fields on his 
rounds to witness the so called "wonder- 
ful cures" whicl^ he performed, while 
the patients of others were dropping 
on all sides. 
All he took with him was 
a powder of sulphur and a quill, and 
with these he cured 
every 
patient 
without exception—that is, he put a 
teaspoonful of fl ^ur of brimstone into a 
wineglass of water, and stirred it with 
his finger instead of a spcou, as sulphur 
does not readily 
amalgamate 
with 
water, and, on the sulphur 
becominfi 
well mixed, he gave it as a gargle, and 
in ten minutes the patient was out of 
danger, as brimstone kills every species 
of fungus in man, beast and plant in a 
few minutes. 
Irstead of spitting out 
the gargle he recommended the swal 
lowing of it, and, in extreme cases, in 
which he had been called just in th.^ 
nick of time, when the fungus was ton 
nearly closing to allow ^he gargling, he 
blew the Eulphur through a quill into 
the throat, and a'ter the fungus had 
shrunk to allow of it, then the gargling. 
He never lost a patient from diph- 
theria. 
Or, if the 
patient 
cannot 
gargle, take a live coal, put it on a 
shovel, and sprinkle a spoonful or two 
of the brimstone at a time upon it, let 
ihe sufferer inhale it, holding the head 
over it, and the fungus will die.

If the fig of commerce can be success- 
fully grown iu California, it means ai; 
increase of the revenuc.s of the fruil 
growers by some $800,000, which uo\v 
goe.s out of the United States every yeai 
for tJio figs of Smyrna. 


The dilîiculty has been the impossi- 
bility of acclimating tho insect whict 
grows upon the wild or "copri" fig ir 
Asia and which fertilizes the adjacent 
budded varieties. 
After 
several at- 
tempts, the wild fig trees in 1893 bore 
their first fruit in a uumher of locali- 
ties, and with the pollen lioni them the 
fruit on trees which had been imported 
from Smyrna was fertilized. Toothpicks 
were dipped in the pollen of the wild 
fig and carefully inserted iu the oper 
end of the cultivated fig.s. Iu Fresnc 
county a piirt of the immature fruit 01: 
some, 1,100 trees was treated iu this 
way. As weeks advantted, the fruit thai 
had not been fertilized sliriveled-anc 
dropped from tho trees, as it had done 
each summer season for six years, while 
the fertilized fruit ripened aud proved 
the peer of any that was ever packed 
and shipped from Turkey. 


The fir.<îfe genuiue fig^ of commerce 
were therefore grown in California ir 
the summer of 1898. Since theu simi- 
lar experimenta with the pollen of wild 
figs have bceu performed thousands d 
times. 


Of course it is far from profitable tc 
grow figs that must be fertilized by 
hand, and so the attention of the fig 
growers for threo years has been given 
to .schemes for introducing and accli- 
mating the Blastophaga pseueS or fl^ 
wasp ill California. Several colonies ol 
the insects have been brought here from 
Turkey. 
The agricultural departmeiif 
at Washington has sent two colonies to 
the state, but for a score of reasons the 
bugs have never thrived until the last 
six mouths. A colony of 2,000 brought 
here by an officer iu the agricultural 
department last December has been a 
success, and the men who ihave watched 
the progress of the colony from day tc 
day for six months say that the wasps 
will thrive in certain warm aud shelter- 
ed valleys as vigorously as iii their na- 
tive land. 
So succtissful has the intro- 
duction of the last colony of wasps been 
that there is a widespread interest ir 
California in grcwiug figs that may be 
dried aud sold in the market in compe- 
tition with the figs of commerce from 
Turkey aud Asia Minor.—San Diegc 
(Cal. ) Union. 


THE NATIONAL MUSEUM. 


Rapid Grovrth of the Most Interesting 
Government Bstablislxmcnt. 


The 
Smithsonian 
institution, 
for 
which the Englishmau, John Smithéon, 
natural son of the Duke of Northumber- 
land, gave all <if his property, is surely 
one of the most interesting establish- 
ments in the government and in the 
short half century of its existence hae 
grown beyoud the hopes eveu of its first 
regents. 
It is the mother of a number 
of independent bureaus. The fish com- 
mission is the outgrowth of its work in 
ichthyology, the weather bureau of its 
meteorological work, aud the national 
museum, of which Mr. Smithson's cab- 
inet of minerals formed the nucleus, is a 
separate establishment, although still 
under the direction of the institution, 
as are also the bureau of internatioual 
exchanges, with Professor Winlock at 
its head; the bureau of American eth- 
nology, of which Professor Powell is di- 
rector; the national zoological park, 
Frank Baker, superintendent, and the 
astropliysical observatory, which is the 
especial pet of Professor Langley. 


The institution no doubt owes the ex- 
cellent progress it has made to the fact 
that during the 50 years since it was 
founded it has had only three secretaries, 
who have been as well the executive 
officers, for uothiug so handicaps and 
retards scientific 
work 
as frequent 
changes lu its administration. Professor 
Joseph Henry, its first secretary, pre 
sided over its affairs from 1848 nntil 
1878 and was succeeded by Professor 
Spencer Fullerton Baird, who died in 
1887, since which time the present sec- 
retary, Professor Langley, has been at 
its head. 


In all his reports Professor Langley 
complaius of lack of funds and say.s 
that the accessions of the institution are 
so large that another building equal in 
size to the present structure could be 
advantageously filled. He also states 
that owing to the cramped condition ol 
his finances lie is unable to improve the 
museum collection 
by purchase and 
that important private collection.s made 
in this •'country of the o'Djects illustrât 
ing the vanishing life of its native races, 
collections which cannot be made again, 
are being permanently withdrawn tc 
eurich the museums of Europe, and that 
it is now necessary, in order to study 
the past lifo of the Mississippi valley, 
to go to London ; for tliat of Alaska, to 
Berlin, and for the California coast, to 
Paris.—New York Tribune.

PALESTINE.

J.iiuil, 'X. Us of I.ifo Thfre. 


Alueu George Kasi, a Palestiniau lec- 
tuv(!i-, will leuv<; for Mount Lebanon, 
Palestine, hi.s native home, within u 
few weeks for a sojourn of one yi^ar. 
Mr. Kasi has been in the United States 
for six years on a lecturing tour aud it- 
returning to his home to obtaiu data for 
a book on the life, cu.stoms aud civiliza- 
tion of Palestine. 


Mr. Kasi said the people of Palestine 
were the same iu habits now as they 
were at the time of Christ. "The 50,- 
000 tourist.s who annually visit the 
land," said he, "do not seem to changi; 
them. 
About 75 per cent of them are 
poor. 
Whole families live iu houses of 
oue room. The poor associate alone with 
the poor, although there are no marked 
lines of caste. 
TJie home life is happy 
and very social. The people of Palestine 
are oppressed by the Mohammedans. 
They pay high taxes, are treated badly, 
aud, although they aro ambitious to es- 
tablish industries, the Mohammedans 
refuse to permit them to place machin- 
ery in the country. There are no news- 
papers iu the country except iu Beirut, 
and {ibout 80 per cent of the people are 
unable to read. Very few get to school, 
but tho universities are almost on a par 
with the American schools.''—Pittsburg 
Dispatch. 


BICYCLE FIRE ENGINES. 


Berlin Firemen Found tlie Cycle Fastei 
Than Horses. 


Firemen in Berlin have tried the bi- 
cycle fire engine and are favorably im- 
pressed with its utility. 
They found 
that they could propel the machine fast- 
er than horses can draw the ordinary 
fire engine, and, as everybody knows, 
time saved in getting to a fire is hall 
the battle. 


Six men, of -whom the two farthest 
front manage the steering gear and sig- 
nal bell, are required to work the broad 
treadle. By moans of the up and dowr 
movement power is sent to the wheels, 
as in a bicycle. This power is conveyec 
by means of stout leather straps upon i 
horizontal 
elastic 
mechanism, 
an£ 
through that the axletree is brought in 
to motion. 
j 


To be of the slightest possible weight 
the entire wagon was built of hickorj 
wood and steel, reeds ortubea The trial 
trips have proved that it runs lightei 
and faster than the wagons drawn bj 
horses. Provided that the distance is 
not too great, the men arrive at thf 
scene of action iu good condition. 
Sc 
far as observation has gone, the mec 
easily accustom themselves to a steady 
tread, grades and ascents being easily 
overcome. What recommends the bicy- 
cle fire engine especially is that it is 
easy to turn and maneuver. 
* 


It carries the most important imple- 
ments for extiiiguishing fire, such as the 
hose, axes, folding ladders, etc. On tbe 
front of the wagon there is a white and 
red sliding signal used to notify the ac- 
companying wagons of the direction tc 
be taken. The machine, with its sis 
men, is at present designed to be a van- 
guard and to get the hose in action u j 
as high as the third story before the 
strong steam engines have arrived tc 
fight fires higher up.—New York Press.

A Beported Case Where Oats Tamed Intt 
Barley. 


The question of transmutation oi 
species in the vegetable world 
hat 
been discussed in all the scientific jour- 
nals of this and foreign countries since 
the time when the mind of man began 
to inquire into cause and effect, or at 
least since such journals were first es- 
tablished. It has been repeatedly assert- 
ed that "wheat will turn to cheat;" al- 
so, but less frequently and less positive- 
ly claimed, that oats will turn to barley, 
and vice versa. This curious fact in 
nature has always been scoffed at by 
the scientists because it is inconsistent 
with preconceived theories. Now it ap- 
pears that there is no doubt whatever 
that 
such 
transformation 
occasion- 
ally takes place. A gentleman whose 
name and place of residence are • given 
in one of the leading London papers 
carefully planted some picked grains ol 
oats in a box of sifted soil. 
When the 
plants were a foot in height, he cut 
them down to an inch of the roots. 
This process was three times repeated 
that year, and some of the roots died, 
but others survived, and the next year, 
wonder of wonders, they yielded—not 
oats, but barley. The yield was indeed 
perfect barley, rather thin and unnatur- 
al in grain, but by no means of a bad 
type.—St. Louis Republic.
